DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Rumored ltemovul of the 
Papul Seat. 

A New Scheme for the Govern- 
ment of Ireland. 

ITALY. 

Rome, Oot. 2-t.— Tbe pope attended a 
eongrt-gatiou of the most eminent cardinals 
to discuBB the conditions of the holy see to- 
ward the Italian government and the ex • 
pediency of removing the papal scat from 
Rome. No decision was arrived at. 

ENGLAND 

New York, Oct. 24. — Tribune's Bpecial 
from London: Lord Roseberry'a oiler of 
the olive branch to the dissenting liberals is 
not likely to bo accepted. It is surprising 
that bo astute and clever a man should have 
put forward such conditions Tbo dissent- 
ing liberals contend that they are asked to 
concede their whole position. Again to 
accept Gladstone as their leader will to 
many be gall and bitterness; but to accept 
hiB Irish policy will bo impossible. 

Meanwhile, however, an interesting pro- 
posal to heal the scliism has been made by 
Lord Monck, Irish land commissioner. He 
proposes a parliament which shall ait in 
Dublin, with strictly delegated functions 
from the imperial parliament, the hitter 
obtaining direction and supervision. Ilia 
lordship ^asserts that this is what 
Lord Hartiugtou has asked for, and re- 
gards it as a statutory parliament, according 
to the lines laid down by Parnc-11. 

It is remarkable that Gladstone has 
seized upon this project and speaks encour- 
agingly of Lord Monck's labors to Leal the 
breach in the party. 

Respecting foreign affairs, Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill's speech is expected to 
support the impression that tho cabinet 
stands behind Germany, and it may even 
indicate waning sympathy for the Turk. 
Apart from her attitude in Bulgaria, Tur- 
key is obviously allowing herself to become 
the tail of Russia r.ud France. In regard to 
Egypt: So long as the British policy 
in Egypt me«ts with no disapproval from 
Germany and Italy, Lord Salisbury will be 
in no hurry to hasten the departure ot tho 
BritiBhjgarrisous. As te neutralization of the 
Nile vulley, England has already gone to 
thu extent of offering to neutralize the canal 
and public opinion will probably support 
this. 

New Yobk, Oct. 23.— Tho World pub- 
lishes a four-column interview with ex-Min- 
ister Lowell on England's institutions. 
Lowell says: "There is a sort of glacial 
drift in English political opinion. You 
cannot seo it move, but after a time when 
you look again you see it has moved. It is 
no longer where it was. The di if t is in tho 
direotion of popular government. I don't 
think there will be a revolution, but tho 
tendency ia there, and tho outward forms 
are comparatively unimportant. Tho aris- 
tocracy, as well as tho radicals foresee possi- 
ble modifications. I noticed that I was 
ofton spoken to on the subject of our con- 
stitution, and was assured that Englishmen 
would like to possess such an instrument." 

In answer to tho question, "Do you 
think tho aristocracy are benefiting Eng- 
land?" Lowell says: "They are a benefit 
absolutely. A great many members of tho 
nobility are good men, who labor consci- 
entiously and intelligently to Improve and 
to help their tenants and dependents. I 
know some of them who take moro pains 
about the right disposal of livings iu their 
gift thin many of tho incumbents do to 
disehargo their office's. The best of the 
nobles are, in overy respect, lino speci- 
mens of manhood; training and tradition 
tend to make thorn so. They are handsome 
to look at, manly, modest and efficient. 
Their wealth and responsibility involve 
dignity. It iB worth while that such nelass 
should oxiat. They show what generous 
training can make them. 

UNITED STATES. 
New Yoke, Oct. 23. — Ouisido of tho 
c ty politics the question of tho hour ia: 
'•Is boodle ox-Alderman MoOabe really 
insane or only shamming, in order to 
cvado trial ?" Whilo lawyers differ, tho 
warden of Ludlow street jail has no doubt 
whatever that his prisoner ought to bo in 
an infirmary, fie says ho considered him 
insane from the first day he entered the 
jail. MoOabe sits in u chair nearly all 
day, as silont ns a Btatue. Be answers 
incoherently, and laughs at times when 
there is no reason for It. In f»0t he has 
all tho appearances of a man who has 
gradually becumo an iiruiucilo. Ho has 



to be led to his meals, and eata very 
little. 

Sun's Philadelphia special: Several 
weeks ago Mrs. Elizabetn Sunderland, a 
widow, went to live at tho house of Geo. 
W, Symonds. She know Mrs. Symonds, 
and was to do sewing for her board. 
Soon afterward Sua. H. Brunn appeared 
as a visitor to Mrs. Sunderland. He was 
there last night with a bottle of whisky, 
and ha, with the two women, grow merry. 
Symonds is a newspaper writer. Ho had 
taken a Ioiilt walk during tho evening, and 
went to bed early. At 1:30 his 8-year 
old daughter heard the noisu down stairs, 
and waking her father, said: "Papa, 
where is mama? She has not coma to 
bod yet " Symonds got out of bod, and 
Baw his wife, who ia a small ittid rather 
delicate-looking woman, was being over- 
powered by Brunn. Symonds ran back 
and got hi» big cavalry pistol, 48 caliber, 
and hurritid down stairs, cocking tho pis- 
tol aa he went. When ho got to tho foot 
of the stairs he found that his wifo and 
Brunn had retreated to llio parlor, The 
room was dark, and only a dim light 
burned in the front p-*rt of the hall. Sy- 
monds aimed at Brunn ana tired. Tho 
ball entered Bruun's loft leg at tho groin 
and shattered tho thigh bone. It tore a 
hole through the thigh the siee of a silver 
half dollar. The woman cried '"Murder! " 
and detective Miller, who rushed in, found 
a desperate struggle going on for the pis- 
tol. Miller finally got hold of the weapon 
and took Symonds to tho station house. 
Mrs. Sunderland was also locked up and 
Brunn was taken to a hospital. He will 
die. He leaves a wifo and several chil- 
dren, Symonds has been successful as a 
writer of stories, and is rather liked here. 

DETROIT, Oct. 24 —A passenger train 
on the Detroit, Grand Haven it Milwau- 
kee railroad, consisting of a baggago car, 
two coaches and a sleeper, ran into an 
open switch at Royal Oik, about eight 
miles from here, Iu3t night, and collided 
with a heavily loaded freight train, and 
Greman Barrett, jumped, after vainly 
trying to stop (he train, simultaneously 
with the collision, which telescoped the 
baggage oar and one freight car. Tho 
cylinder heads blow off, and the hiss of 
escaping steam, coupled with the screams 
and groans of the train men buried in the 
wreck, ridded to tho frightful scene. Both 
engines were completely wrecked. Bag- 
gageman Hennessy and Thomas B. Alex- 
ander were buried under "fragments of the 
baggage cor and badly bruised and bumod 
by a stove that had been emptied on their 
1 gs. Alexander's condition is critical. 
John Smedly, fireman of the freight en- 
gine, waa taken from under one of tho 
broken cylinders and the si earn hau liter- 
ally cookud the flesh of his legs, right a;do 
and arms. He will die. Nicholas Lamb, 
engineer of the freight, was badly out and 
scalded. The engineer and fireman of 
the passenger train who jumped, rolled 
down an embankment and were badly 
hurt. Several oihers received minor 
bruises. The loss to tho oo mp my is not 
less than 850.000. 

Los Angeles, Oct. 24.— Shortly before 
mill nig lit liiat nigbt, the last car on the 
.Second street cable road had as passen- 
gers four Chinamen and three laborers, 
named Richard Baker, George Heaaler 
and Ohirles Frisks. Whilo tho car was 
under way the men began abusing tho 
Chinamen by playing practical jokes on 
them, pulling their queues, i is., until 
they threw the hats of two of the China 
men iu the str«ot. The latlorgot off, and 
it being dark had to search for their hats, 
They then walked up hill. After t ha car 
had gone a little further tho laborers got 
off and lay iu ambush. As the Chinamen 
i. eared them tile abuse was renewed, var- 
ied by tho white men throwing stones. 
The Chinamen were probably hit by the 
missiles, and one of the Chinese drew a 
revolver and began firing at tho laborers 
in the dmk Charles Frisks was hit in 
tho abdomen by a ball. Tho Chinamen 
disappeared. Frisk's companions also' for- 
saking him. Si une men near by hearing 
the shooting came to tho spot, picked 
Frisks up and took him to tho police office, 
Frisks died I bin afternoon.

The ravBgea of the cholera havo 
taken a decided turn for tlio better, unci 
there ia a marked falling ofF in the 
number of cases reported.

new cases and 486 deaths. Since the ^ " AH ' 1 -' tu 
first appearance of the dinease there 
have been 11,000 eases in Tokio. 

Further information has bepn receiv- 
ed regarding tho loss of the Tnkata- 
tnaru, which foundered near Tobishi- 
ma, in Akitaken, on the 24th of Sep- 
tember. The vessel left Hakodate on 
the lCth, taking passengers .for Nilga- 
ta, and when near the above named is- 
land encountered a heavy gale. It was 
then deemed advisable to run the en- 
gines at the highest possible speed, 
which was done, but the boilers could 
not bear the pressure and burst, caus- 
ing the steamer to founder at once. 
There is supposed to have been only 
one survivor, a man named Mizusbi- 
tnaya, who saved himself by swim- 
ming to the shore. He states that tho 
passengers and crew numbered ninety 
six, all of whom are believed to have 
been drowned,

THE FISHERY DISPUTES. 

Tlie publio both here and in Canada, 
Bayu tliu Canadian Gazette, are anxiously 
awaiting aomo intimation of tlio pt'ogruHa 
of tlio diplomatic oommunioationa which 
Sir Junius Fergusson told us recently, 
from liia place in tlio house of commons, 
aro now in progress between tho United 
States and tho liriiiah nutiioritio*. It 
may, of course, bo impossible to hurry 
thuso negotiations. . Diplomatists must 
indued walk warily, ami to unduly haston 
their steps is often to cnuao them to 
Btumble. At the same time, it cannot bo 
too strongly urged how great is tho neces- 
sity ior a spoedy closure of tho several 
mutters now open us between tho United 
Kingdom and (JuiiiiUj. on tho one band 
and tho North American Republic on the 
other. Tho most important of these 
mutters are comprised within the general 
Hcopu of the fisher; questions on the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts of tho North 
American continent, and it is in the set- 
tlement of these that urgency is specially 
needud. It is hardly necessary to point 
to the many indications of the dungnr of 
tho present unsatisfactory position of 
uffairB. Every movement of Canadian 
fishermen on one coast or on the other is 
wutchod with scarce restrained jealousy 
mid hostility by subjects nf the United 
States, while much the same may doubt- 
less also bo said of the Canadian attitude 
towards United States fishermen. When 
a seeming injustice is done to one party, 
tho other naturally at once looks around 
for means of retaliation. Heneo wo m;;" 
at any moment be brought into a positiou 
of no little embarrassment, which it may 
bo beyond even the skill of diplomacy to 
peacefully find successfully withstand. Il 
is not diflicultto indicate one of the chief 
hindrances to a speedy settlement of tho 
respective rights of Canada and of the 
United States. It will bo remembered 
that the present juncture is tho im- 
mediate consequonco of the refusal of the 
United States senate to endorse the ar- 
rangement which tho American, British, 
and O&nadiau governments formally 
agreed to last yo:»r. Had 3uch a com- 
mission as was then recommended been 
appointed, the probability is that moot of 
the knotty points would, by this time, 
have been arranged to mutual satisfaction. 
It is daily becoming more apparent that 
the only satisfactory and lasting settle- 
ment must proceed on the lines of re- 
ciprocal trade, navigation, and fishery re- 
lations. The justice of such reciprocity 
the New England fishermen on tho At 
lantic and the California fishermen on the 
Pacific do not at present seom proparod 
to admit, and in this Hob one of the great 
"causes of differences" which Sir James 
Ferguason saj'B it is tho "earnest en- 
deavor" of tho negotiating parties to re- 
move. All that can now be douo is to 
urge the speedy appointment of an in- 
ternational commission, and to such a 
tribunal, rightly constituted Canada will 
not hesitate to submit its case. 



A l'Eoor of the superior advantages 
which Canada holds out to settlers and 
others ill search of a homo, and also to 
her own citizens, in preference to tho 
United Stitea, ia the movement of 10,500 
heads of French Canadian families in the 
state of Massachuuet-s who left their well- 
favored land in tlio pas', t .seek an illusury 
betterment of their condition in a foreign 
olimo and whoso happy dreams have boen 
gradually dispelled by the Btern realities 
of a daily struggle for bread. These peo- 
ple have appointed as their representa- 
tives, Archbishop Fabre, Dr. Johnson La 
Poliue, Mass., and Oamille Kousaeau, 
merchant, of Lowell, Maes , t.) make the 
lieceas:'.ry arrangements. These gentle- 
men have concluded satisfactory negotia- 
tions with the provincial government for 
the return of the French-CanadianB to 
their native province as many others have 
already dene. They will take land on 
the line of tho Canadian Pacific railway. 
A special fund has been subscribed for 
theS'.' purposes. They will conio in an or- 
ganize body and tike possession provided 
with implements to till the land. Many 
have already returned. Those who have 
are said to bo successful, being more pro- 
gressive than befure they left their own 
province. Tho present movement is ex- 
pected to be the beginning of an exten- 
sive repatriation of the French element. 

Captain Edward Palliseu's apprecia- 
tion of the imporianco now aasumed by 
the Canadian Pacific railway, consequent 
upon tho change in the "actual theatre of 
war" in Europe, has received marked con- 
firmation from two distinct quarters. Tho 
most striking corroboration of Captain 
Pallisor's conclusions comes from Air. J. 
Drew Cay,, in a communication to the 
Pall Mull Gazette, under the heading, 
"Turkey as u Breken Heed." After pro 
deeding to question how far Russian 
movements in Southeastjrn Europe can 
affect the British possessions in India, 
Mr. Cay asks whether "the whole Eastern 
aspect has not been changed by an event 
■which has happened very lately — namely, 
the completion of the great railway line 
across tho Dominion of Canada." Tho 
second confirmation comes from Sir Henry 
\V. Gordon. Sir Henry points out how 
•warm » support his distinguished brother 
extended to tho proposal for the more 
adequate protection of British interests 
by the establishment of coaling depots at 
impoitant points on the coasts of thu 
empire. Theso recommendations, he 
adds, uro considerably strengthened by 
tho opening of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, which gives us a direct route to 
China and the Paoifio independently of 
the Suoz Canal. 



Many Canadians will have learnt with 
regrol of tho death of Admiral Bedford 
Piin, The deceased has long taken an in- 
toroat in Canada, and was not Blow to re- 
cognise that in the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way tlio world has a far more practical 
DOrthwMt passage than could over have 
boon obtained in tho direction in which so 
many Arctic explorers havo Bought it. 
Captain Pirn, however, will bo chiefly ro- 
mombored by Canadians for his active 
participation in the Montreal meeting of 
the British association in 1885. Il will be 
rooolluctod that it was duo to his initia- 
tion that the association determined to 
mako so great a departure from its pre- 
vious custom; and it was also due to 
Captain Pirn that the council of tho asso- 
ciation extended it i invitation to tho 
American association for the advancement 
of science, and thus added materially to 
the interest and usefulnesj of the Mon- 
treal gathering.

Oil AT WITH D. W. IliOCIttS, 
M. P. P. 

Prospects of the Pacific l*ro- 
viiicc— Population <j row- 
ing— Fruit. 

Mr. D. W. Higgins, of Victoriu, B. C, 
a member of the local house there as well 
as one of the city council, arrived in tho 
city last evening, and is registered at thu 
Queen's Hotel. Mr. Higgins iB a weil- 
reud gentleman, of excellent parts, being 
a capital couvuruatiuualist, and a thor- 
oughly good fellow all through. Ho en- 
torod hourtily into conversation, chatting 
freely about all topics. Ho stated that 
the principal object ho and Mayor Fell 
havo in visiting tho east is to examine thu 
different systems of suwerago, polioo, 
markets, and schools. An amount of 
money has beun raised by bylaw in Vic- 
toria to prosecute public improvements 
and before they wore gone on with it was 
deemed advisuble to look into systems of 
other cities. Consequently, ho and Mayor 
Fell decided to take a trip on their own 
account, to look fully into the matter. It 
is also Mr. Higgins' intention to visit Mr. 
Van Uorno, in Montreal, and try and 
inducu him to make such u rato as that 

FISH, FRUIT AND LUMBER 
can beBont into the territories and Mani- 
toba profitably. There ia a very large 
surplus of fruit in British Columbia, 
which would return quite a revenue to 
the province if a suitable route could be 
selected. It might bo mentioned that 
Mr. Higgins presented the Sun with 
several samples of the fruit they could 
send over, and if they are a fair sample 
of tne products there is lilt'.o doubt that 
an excellent market could bu secured in 
Winnipeg. The samples weru selected 
by Mr. Shakespeare, M. P., for Victoria. 
the o. r. k. and POLITICS. 

Tho advent of the C. P. It., Mr. Hig- 
gius says, has been very advantageous to 
British Columbia. It has infused new 
life into the province, which was having 
a wonderful effect upon business. Tho 
population had increased very rapidly, 
and if it continued to grow as it had been 
growing in tho past, Victoria would soon 
be in importance, as it was in climate and 
many other points, tho finest city in thu 
Dominion By moans of the CP. R. 
mi exchango ol products between British 
Columbia, the territories and Manitoba 
would be secured, and great benefits 
would accrue to all concerned. In British 
Columbia the people were woll pleased 
with the Dominion government for carry- 
ing out its contract with the province, 
and although party lines had never been 
drawn distinctly before, in the next 
Dominion election thoy would bo drawn 
tightly, and six supporters of Sir John's 
government would bo sent oast. In local 
politics party lines had not boon drawn at 
all. Referring to the appointment of a 
lieutenant-governor, he said any appoint 
meut would have no political significance. 
The people of British Columbia would be 
quite satisfied w ith any person Sir John 
choss to appoint, and an appointment 
might easily havo beon made long ago. 

Speaking of tho climate, he said ho 
could say nothing more in its favor than 
had just been said to him by Mrs. Gris- 
ruer, who was an old friend of his. "Tho 
wind blows in a musical cadence, and 
even the rain falls softly as if it were 
afraid to hurt." 

Mr. IligginB, accompanied by Mayor 
Fell, will go east to-inorrow. — Winnipeg

Lord Churchill's Address ui 
Deptlord. 

To the Editor: — The address of this 
prominent member of the ministry at this 
particular juncture with its exposition of 
tho views of the government has natural- 
ly attracted a world wide attention. 
Amongst the various tjpics dwelt upon in 
this elaborate speech occupying many col 
umns in tho Evening Mad which has just 
come to hand, there was no subject upon 
which more anxiety was shown, than Ij 
learn what would bo England's policy re- 
specting Bulgaria f In speaking upon 
that subject L .rd Churchill a.ud: "At 
'.he present time the freedom, and inde- 
pendence of Bulgaria, as well as tho king- 
doms of Servia and Roumelia, are serious- 
ly compromised. It has been said by some 
that in the interests that ate involved 
England has no cIobo or national interest. 
Such an assertion seemed '.o be too loose 
and general, tho sympathy of England 
with liberty und freedom and indopa.id- 
ence is of ancient origin and had been the 
traditional direction of her foreign p ilioy. 
Tho policy based upon this itronu ayiii- 
pathy is not so purely sensat'.onal as a 
careless critic might suppose. L rd Sal- 
isbury said at Manchester, "The Aus- 
trian sentinel is on thu rampart," and the 
liberty giving policy of the treaty of Ber- 
lin would bo candidly and watchfully pro- 
tected." Lord Churchill then went on to 
say, "should circumstances arise forcing 
the government of tho Queen to make a 
choico, it could not be doubted the sup- 
port of England would be given to those 
powers who souk the peace of Europe and 
tho liberty of peoples." This solves very 
clearly tho part England will take if Rus- 
sia perseveres in her aggression upon Bul- 
garia, and that our country in thu hands 
of a conservative government is not going 
to allow her prestige to be endangered by 
allowing Russia to steal nearer and nearer 
to her long coveted Constantinople, and 
by eventual possession disturb the present 
balance of power. 

In alluding to tlio forthcoming session of 
parliament the noble lord said that us a pre- 
liminary to business there was thu necessity 

restoring freedom to tho house of eom- 
mons, for at tho present time it was abso- 
lutely enslaved to the caprices of the radical 
aud Parnellite sections. The first and chief 
desideratum would be the power of closing 
tho debate. Royal commission had been 
instituted to obtain reliable information of 
tho condition of Inland with the view of it 
being effectually dealt with; another royal 
commission had been appointed to investi- 
gate tho fieulo and cost of our system of 
government; amongst other measures of tho 
government would bo allotments of land 
for agricultural laborers, tho equalization 
of railway rates as affecting commorco and 
agriculture. Tho f utui o proHpeeU of tho 
country were spoken of as hopeful, trado 
was reviving and confidence in the govern- 
ment wim aHked as indispensible to its suc- 
cess. The noble lord concluded by remark- 
ing that unfortunately in tho political 
horizon there wero two dink clouds which 
may develop into storm an hurricane, 
shako tho brightest prospects, and destroy 
all tho best aud wisest calculations. Ho 
alludod to the social condition of Ireland, 
and the aspect of foreign policy.

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 25 — The Times hopes 
that Lord Iddesleigh, foreign secretary, 
will tell Waddington, Frenoh ambassador, 
plainly aud firmly, that England will 
judge for herself when her task in Egypt 
is finished. 

A conference of tories was heid at 
Brantford to-day. There were 800 dele- 
gates present. The conferonco adopted 
imperial federation us nn article of the 
conservative faith. Lord Churchill, 
speaking to tho motion, proposing ap- 
proval of Boaconafiold's eastern policy, 
said the government would follow that 
policy as closely as thu changed conditions 
of European affairs would allow. A heated 
discusaiou took place over tho woman's 
suffrage question, after which the pre- 
vious question carried. A resolution was 
adopted expressing confidence that the 
government would follow Beaconstiold'a 
policy und would vigilantly guard British 
Interests HgainBt Russian aggression, and 
especially prevent tho seizure of Constan- 
tinople. 

In the conclusion of Sir Charles Dilko's 
motion in tho Crawford caao, ho suggests 
Mrs. Crawford's animus was revenge be- 
cause Mra. Ashton-Dilke threw on hiin 
the dicti of her intimacy with Foster. 
Mrs. Ashton-Dilke was inimical to Lady 
Dilke who had ordered her out of tho 
Iioubo at Chelsea on account of her lan- 
guage concerning kur sister. Strenuous 
efforts havo boon made to conceal the 
meetings of Mrs. Crawford and Fostor in 
a Hill Btreet brothel, but it is certain they 
wero almost diily. The worst parts of 
Mrs. Crawford's story refer to incidents 
in her Hill street career. Referring to 
"Fanny" he says it is not diflicult ti find 
her, but he cannot induce her to give evi- 
dence, as she fears she would bo obliged 
t» 6tato publicly what happonod to her in 
one shoit moment of her life; but alio has 
atated to a detective that she has never 
seen Mrs. Crawford since tho trial. Mrs. 
Rogerson stated that MrB. Crawford's con- 
fession to her regarding Dilke was accom- 
panied by a sories of statements involving 
other men, some of which could not possi- 
bly be true. Tho object of Ddke's move 
is undoubtedly to prep.iro tho way for his 
roturn to public life. A large section of 
Chelsea electors continue to believe in his 
innocence. 

This was tho secoiid day of the Newmar- 
ket Houghton meeting. Tho race for the 
Cambridgeshire atakus was won by \V. 
Gilbert's six-year old horse Tho Siilor 
Prince; Mr. Miutau's three year old colt 
St. Miran fecond; Mr. Senior's threo- 
yoar-old colt Oarleton third, There were 
sixteen i- tuners 

In his speech last night Lord Randolph 
ohurchill Suidomoial accounts reaching the 
government of tho social condition aud 
prospects of Ireland are of an encouraging 
charaoter. 'there is a good harvest and a 
marked recovery in prices, and from all we 
loam, though accurate information is difli- 
cult to obtain, rents are being generally 
paid throughout tho country. Landlords 
havo helped greatly. They belong to u 
body of men that nevor met with overmuch 
justice in England and therefore were justi- 
iled in standing out for their complete 
rights and the strict letter of tho law. Thoy 
have generally made a very large reduction 
und the government is immensely indebted 
to them for thu generous- spirit thoy havo 
displayed. (Cheers.) Tho Irish tenants 
also have co-operated in a signal manner 
toward the restoration of order. Tho Irish 
party in tho houso of commons predicted 
that a terrible time was coming 
in Ireland. l'urnell in a begging 
letter Implored American dollars in 
ordor to prevent the wholesale extermina- 
tion of the Irish. Nothing of tho kind 
has occurred or is likely to occur, al- 
though there are still districts in Ireland 
whore tarror und crime are rampant, 
which may call for special treatment. 
With this exception there is a marked de- 
crease in crime and disorder. The peo- 
ple are rapidly appreciating the full 
significance of tho last appeal to tho 
doctors, aud will gradually shape their 
political und social action in accordance 
thorowith. If the unionists firmly follow 
up the victory they have gained, I think 
wo may conclude, without any doubt or 
hesitancy, that the question of the main- 
tenance or repeal of tho union is settled 
for at least two generations, [Cheers. J 



Christians wero tortured, mutilated and 
speared and thirty-two wore burned alive 
together. The appeals' of the missionaries 
for a cessation of the atrocities were un- 
availing. The fate of these unfortunates 
did not serve to scare candidates for bap- 
tism, und within a week after the massa- 
cro many natives wero baptisedattheirown 
desire. Leaflets containing extracts from 
Bcripturo prayers and songs in the Ugan- 
da language are freely bought by tho peo- 
ple, although t ho ir possession involves 
dangor of punishment'. The diary of the 
bishop of Ilannington, who was put to 
death by tho king, will soon be published 
in London. It is a thrilling and pathetic 
narrative of his experience in Uganda up 
to tho day of his death. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Oct. 'JO. —At the trial of Herr 
Wiekpl, editor of the Froenkiseh Volks- 
blatt, at tho tribunal of Wurzburg, for 
oharging the Bavarian ministry with ill- 
treating the late king und forcing hira to 
commit suicide, the witness declared he 
never remarked anything abnormal about 
Ludwig, that tho latter had been im- 
pelled to commit suicide through tho pro- 
coedure of a commission in examining 
him, that ho hoard Ludwig saying: "I 
will not Bulfor them to declare mo a mad- 
man, like my brother Otto, whoso koepors 
beat htm with their fists. I will rather 
suffer death. My blood will bo upon 
thoBO conspiring t> botray mo." Tho 
evidence caused a sensation in couit. 
Tho revelations aro disturbing the im- 
pressions of the public. Wiekol was 
sentenced to two months' imprisonment. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Oct. 26.— The sjnate has passed 
a bill providing for the salo of the crown 
jewels. 

Lo Temps, in a pacific and friendly 
article on the relations existing between 
England and Franco, urges the proas on 
both sides to refrain from exciting hcatile 
feelings.

closing tho wicket and turning on tho gas. 
Ho was found in an unconscious state, 
but with tho aid of an oxygen generator, 
was brought entirely out of danger.

The Views of the Liberal Party 
Expounded by the IHeiiiiier 
for Norfolk.

Mr. John Charlton, M., P. for the north 
riding of Norfolk, Ont. , and one of Mr. 
Blake's ablest lieutenants was greeted by 
a large auaience whon, accompanied by 
Dr. Milne and Mr. J. C. McLagan, ho 
stepped upon the platform of tho Victoria 
theatre last evening. Upon motion of 
Dr. Milne, Mr. N. Shokospearo, M. P., 
was moved to the chair. That gentlemen 
invited any senators, uiombers of thu fed- 
oral and provincial parliaments or coun- 
cillors present, as well as tho president of 
tho board of trade, to a place on the plat - 
form and in response Hou.T. Humphreys, 
Cuuns. Lipaott and Robertson and Mr. .1. 
H. 'food took seats thereon. 

The chairman, in introducing tho 
speaker of the evening said, he had much 
pleasure in presiding over the meeting, 
moro especially bo since Mr. Charlton was 
to address it He had always been on the 
most friendly terms with him and had re- 
ceived his support in a most important 
matter, viz , the Chinese restriction bill. 
Ma. Charlton, he said, was one of Mr. 
Blake's most able supporters, and as a 
morning paper remarked, expounded tho 
principles of the Opposition "in a clear, 
loeical, forcible aud eloquent manner." 
Ho was 'sorry his friend was on tho wrung 
sideof tho hoUBe(laughter) — endowed with 
such excellent qualities as ho possessed he 
ought to be in the front ranks of tho pro- 
gressive liberal-conservative party. 
[Cheers. J However, -while thore is life 
there is hopo. Ho would tako occasion to 
statu that as fur as tho peoplo of British 
Columbia wore concerned thoro wore uono 
more generous nor liberal. They believed 
in justice and wore always ready to accord 
speakers, bo they grit or tory, fair and gen- 
erous treatment, and so he could bespeak 
for Mr. Charlton a good hearing. Ho 
might, however, at tho same tiiuo romiud 
hitu that whilo tho people hero are 
liberal they are terribly conservative, and 
whilst they are glad to hear his viowH they 
are too hard to bo converted. He would, 
he said, be listened to with pleasure and 
any person who desired to put any ques- 
tion to him would have the privilege of 
doing so at the close. He had then much 
pleasure in introducing Mr. Charlton, a 
member of thu parliament of the Domin- 
ion. | Cheers J 

Mr. Charlton, who was received with 
applause, said: Ladie3 aiid Gentlemen 
of Victoria, it affords me great pleasure 
to see Mr. Shakespeare presiding over 
this largo and intelligent meeting. 1 
may very truly remark, air, that although 
in Ottawa, we do not vote on the same 
side of the houso, yet between us the 
most cordial relations have existed. I 
have great pleasure to count you, sir, as 
one of my friends; and, if in the address 
which I deliver tj-night, I shall advance 
any sentiment) that do not receive your 
full accord I am sure I shall say nothing 
that you would have tho least objection 
to and that would tend to disturb 
tho relation that exists between us. 
With regard to the statement that yiu are 
both extremely liberal and at tho same 
time intensely conservative, it reminds 
mo of tho story 1 have hoard of the 
Scutch elder, who, after a long contest 
over some theological points, replied, 
"Na, na, 1 am upon to conviction, but I 
would like tq see the man that could 
convince me. [Applause j 1 am also 
much obliged, Mr. Chairman, fur the 
kind sympathy you have shown me. I 
have felt, whilst traveling over this coun- 
try that it is u great Duminiun, into 
which you aro being engrafted, but hav- 
ing certain principles and certain convic- 
tions, be they right or wrong, I 
feel it my duty t) adl ere to 
them through evil and through 
good report. [Applause] Standing hero, 
Mr. Chairman, before an audience in this 
fair city of Victoria, I may, perhaps, be 
asked, in the outset, what my impressions 
are with regard to this country. Well, sir, 
I started from Montreal, which I am 
informed is distant two thousand nine hun- 
dred miles from hore — well it is easy to 
imagine in yootjminds that distance — hut it 
is quite a different thing to accomplish it. 
When you come to tako tho train and jour- 
ney over tho trackless wilderness to (ruor- 
gian 15a}', and then to the Hod Kiver of tho 
North, and then from Bed Biver n 
thousand milos across the prairie, 
and then over the Selkirk range 
and then the rest of the journey, yuti 
have an idoa of tho country which you 
realize as your noblo heritage. This jour- 
ney afforded me an idea of tho greatness 
of its wealth, its resources. As to the char- 
acter of the road, I can congratulate you 
most sincerely upon tho completion of 
thia great work, which brings British 
Columbia into more close relati ma 
with the sister provinces, and 1 do not 
think the time is far dietint, when sumo 
of tho shipping lines will be established 
which will bring you into communication 
with China aud Australia and the whole 
coast of north and south America. I hope 
sincerely that your most extravagant 
dreams as to the benefits that this railway 
will confer upon British Columbia will he 
mure than realized. With regard to the 
appearance of the country, 1 must con- 
fess I was disappointed, happily disap- 
pointed; the scenery was grander than I 
anticipated. Having pspsed ovor the 
Central Pacific and other railways, I tlid 
not find any scenery to compare with tli!,l 
which I saw on tho Canadian Pacdic. 1 
think British Columbia can fairly claim 
to bo 

THE SWITZERLAND OK AMERICA; 
indeed, I think that Switzerland cannot 
display grander seonery. It is evident 
that your country has vast resources. As 
an agricultural country, perhaps it dots 
Dot compare with some of the other pro- 
vince'/ but its fisheries, which are 
scarcely yet touched, are of great value; 
and its enormous timber resources, and Hh 
groat roservo of minerals locked in the 
bowels of tho earth, must inevit- 
ably in the near future, in consequence of 
its splendid commercial position, 
olevato it to tho position of a great 
maritime stato. All mountainous districts 
aro inhabited by peoplo who are lovers of 
liberty. There is something in a mountain 
which inspires the mind to lofty sentiments. 
Indeed, sir, your country will bo inh ibited 
by a noble race. But in order that it may 
bo so, it must bo occupied by tho Anglo- 
Saxon race, and not by Mongolians. [Ap- 
plause,] 1 tun told, Mr. Chairman, that 
tho head of tho government of this Domin- 
ion addressed a Victoria audience this sutu- 
mor; also that tho honorable gentleman 
who presides over tho department of tho 
interior addressed you this year, and that I 
am the first liberal member of tho houiio of 
commons who has been granted a hearing in 
this place. Well, sir, I fool deeply tho 
honor of that position, I feel moro deeply 
(ho responsibility of that position. I will 
tell you why I am it Canadian liberal, 
and why I am one of her majesty's 
loyal opposition in the Canadian 
house of commoim. 1 tun told 
that tho groat prinoirdon ovor which 
tho parties struggle in this Dominion have 
not attracted attention in this portion of 
tho Dominion to the same ovtent which they 
have elsewhere. Well, I have to hopo that 



tlieBe principles umy receive Bomo consid- 
eration, and that yuu may be able to 
understand that thoy aro principles upon 
which every man is called upon to take a 
position. Sir John A. Macdonald chal- 
lenged^ any one to point out anything not 
done by him by him for British Colum- 
bia. I might ask, what did ho do for 
tin's city 1 Could tho right honorable 
gentleman, and premier of this Dominion, 
tell why Victoria, thu fourth port of the 
Dominion, yielding a rovenuo of $852,000 
was put off with a paltry sum; that its 
hurbor should receive a giant of only 
$10,500, whilo the city of St John, Now 
Brunswick, had an appropriation of $35,- 
000. I might also refer to tho Indian 
appropriation and other sums. The 
honorable gentleman then gave a list of 
appropriations, showing how British 
Columbia had been neglected, and then 
continued: All these things aro wide 
of my purpose. 1 merely tofor to them 
t'.> point out to you that 1 do not attach 
importance to particulars of this kind; 
but I intend to devote my attention" more 
fully t i the gror.t questions uud issues of 
this great Domihion, As a 

ttKF< RMEB AND A LIBERAL, 

I may say, with regard to British Colum- 
bia's interests, a young province, that it is 
in tho interest* of this whole Dominion 
that ic should bo developed. [Ap- 
plause,] Now, it: regard t> the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, 1 understand that 
the Kovernmont of the day desiioa your 
sympathy and support on the plea that it 
has given this province railway communi- 
cation with the east. [The honorable 
gentleman hero wont on to show that the 
construction of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way had been under consideration 
at least twenty-three years ago, and that 
the conditions of iti construction would 
have been mure conducive to tho in- 
terests of the Canadian people 
if thejrailway hid boon constructed in ac- 
cordance with tho schemes of the Mac- 
kenzie government than as now ] Ho then 
went on to show the difference between 
tho taxation and expenditure for the per- 
iods during which the two governments 
were in power, tho comparison being 
greatly against tho present government. 
Ho next made an exhaustive comparison 
of tho rospectivo government) during tho 
time they were in power, showing that the 
debt incurred by the present government 
has increased six times faster than the 
population, whilst the taxation had in- 
creased five times fa tor than tho popu- 
lation. Ho then spoke of railway subsi- 
dies, showing what largo sums had been 
granted towards the construction of the 
various lines, instancing, among other 
cases, that of .Mr. Burns, a member for 
New Brunswick, who owns nine-tenths 
of the Oaraquet railway, subsidized by the 
Dominion government to a heavy ex- 
tent, The government might, said he, 
just as w,ll put so much 
money into .Mi'. Burns' pocket. 
What independence can you expect from 
such a representative as t hie when the in- 
terests of tho government are at stake ! 
In order to illustrate the magnitude of 
die sum set down to the debt ot the Do- 
minion during tin? period the present par- 
ty held power, tho hoiuiablo gontlemau 
■continued: Now, mr, take one dollar, 
three inches wide, seven inches long — how- 
much ground wuuld this sum cover I It 
would cover eight hundred and sixteen 
acres Take it in silver. It is worth in 
Loudon fifteen dollars per pound. How 
much would that weigh / It would weigh 
8,334 tons. Load it on wagons, and place 
those wagons one hundred aud seventy- 
six to tho mite, and how long a procession 
would it make f It would make a pro- 
cession of forty- seven mile«[loud applause]. 
Take it ill wheat at a dollar a bushel, 
forty bushels a load, one load thirty feet, 
one hundred mid seventy-six loads to the 
mile. How long a string of toams would 
that 250 million dollars be I It would bo 
a string of teams ,'15,511 miles long. 
[Applause.] The hon. gentleman next 
investigated the claims of thu present 
government t > its having increased tho 
manufactures and commerce of the Dom- 
inion.'atteinpting to show that such was not 
the csbo; that, in fact, none w manufac- 
tures had been started dining tho 
present government's period of piwer. 

THE RESULTS OF FREE TRADE 
the speaker said: This policy heavily 
taxes the people, and has not increased 
the prosperity of the country. I believo 
its tendency has boon to injuro and that 
tho apparent incroabod prosperity during 
the only part of the t^rm was duo to 
other causos. At tho time we held power, 
said tho speaker, we had more prosperous 
business men in tho Dominion. I might 
montion many who by the labor of their 
England ia the workshop of the world. 
She naturally wishes to exchange tho pro- 
ductions of her lubor for tho productions 
of your labor. She makes more goods 
than she consumes; but does nut raise 
enoVlgh of food. Sho sells to those coun- 
tries that will buy of hor. Sho will buy food 
from the United States wit'i its protective 
policy in force twenty years, excluding 
t i a great extent English goods. England 
was obliged to look about for a customer 
to furnish her fond and to take goods in 
exchange and found that customer in India. 
By expending largo sums in developing tho 
railway system of fndia, tho rich wheat 
growing country at tho foot of tho Hima- 
j layas, she is supplied with thirty million 
j bushels of wheat a year, and carries back 
tho productions of her looms and forges; 
| her vessels bring back cargoes of food. Tho 
I result of this policy to tho United States 
and Canada has been to place tho agricul- 
tural labor of America on tLio footing of tho 
Coolie labor of India. [Loud tu.d long con- 
tinued applause.] That is why the agri- 
cultural interests of this country tiro de- 
pressed. He next referred to tho senate 
question and to the question of provincial 
rights, to the question concerning the right 
of making commercial treaties, to tho fran- 
chise bill, and tho gerrymander bill. Tho 
honorable gentleman thenoharged tho gov- 
ernment with the granting of land and 
other privileges to members of its own party, 
and closed with 



roinombor that "tho price of liborty is 
eternal vigilance." Tho people who do 
not appreciate tho importance of liberty, 
who do not adhere to and maintain tho 
struggle for tho liberty they possess aro 
not worthy of it. Here standing in this 
fair city of Victoria, in tho gateway 
of the Pacific, aud as passing

End of the Missionary TnouDLES—DE- 

0REA8E OF CHOLERA. 

The Pacific Mail steamer City of 
Peking which arrived at San Francisco 
on the '20th hint., brought Hongkong 
dates to September the 24th aud Yoko- 
hama advices to October the 2nd. 

Cliiua. 

The North China Daily News learns 
by a private letter from Ichang, dated 
September tho 8th, that nothing more 
was heard there of the Chungking af- 
fair, or of any disaffection or persecu- 
tion of Ohristaina in 8zeohuen. Tho 
missionaries tind the Iehang people 
more civil than ever, and the writer 
of the letter notes that foreigners gen- 
erally make a great mistake in suppos- 
ing that they and their affairs are mat- 
ters of tremendous importance to the 
Chinese. His own experience in Iehang 
and in Hupeh and Szechuen is that not 
more than one Chinaman in 10,000 
even dreams of the existence of for- 
eigners. The ordinary Chinaman in the 
country if he gets a book or a tract 
given him by a missionary looks at it 
for a moment as a curiosity and then 
puts it by withouc taking the trouble 
to think what it is or where it came 
from, or what race of people the giver 
of it comes from. Y 

The following proclamations was is 
sued by a Chinese official at Chung- 
king: "Before my arrival the Christ- 
ians (Chinese) hud a tight, and the 
head of tho missionaries seemed to be 
pleased to disturb the peace of our cap- 
ital 'with his companions. My lord, in 
consequence was very angry aud order- 
ed me to come over. Whether Ameri- 
can, English or French, they are all 
foreigners, and should immediately be 
driven out of the place, and no one 
should be concealed. If roots be not 
taken oil the branches and leaves will 
grow. 1 notify you, my people, if you 
cut grass you must cut the roots also, 
You may beat them from door to door, 
and so in all districts when you ask for 
assistance you will have it. Don't be 
afraid and tremble. Any trouble L will 
settle for you, that you may not bo im- 
plicated in the matter. You, people, 
should obey this aud take immediate 
steps to do it. Don't lose time, and 
don't regard this as merely a matter of 
form." 

The Acting Viceroy has also publish- 
ed a proclamation, in which he says: 
"Know then all ye people of Chung- 
king that the demolition of the foreign 
houses by the military students was 
brought about by tho action of the 
American and British missionaries, in- 
asmuch as the persisted in establishing 
themselves in parts of the city by which 
the inhabitants Bet great store. They 
becams thus responsible for beginning 
the feud and the outbreak may fairly 
be attributed to these circumstances. 
We are bound in duty to search out 
the right and the wrong of the case, 
lest the chaples of the other national- 
ists should in turn, suffer, which would 
not be in accordance with right. What 
you have to do is to wait quietly till 
your officials have investigated the mat- 
ter and acted accordingly." 

Despite reports to the contrary, it 
now seems certain that there were but 
two lives saved from the steamer Fern- 
tower, whivh recently sank during 
typhoon. 

There is great activity in military 
circles at Canton, caused by the con 
templated reenforcemont of the French 
troops in Tonquin, 

The steamship Celebes had a tern 
ble experience in a recent typhoon, and 
the Norwegian bark Botrid was dis 
mantled off the coast of Cochin China 
in a similar gale. Two men were ./ash 
ed overboard from the Celebes. 

The British ship Earl of Jersey, 
which arrived at Singapore September 
the 4th from Cardifl, reports that dur- 
ing the voyage an apprentice fell over- 
board and a boat and eight men went 
in search, but the boat never returned 
to the ship and was giren up for lost 

There is much distress caused by the 
recent Hoods, and subscriptions are be 
iug taken up for the relief of the suf- 
ferers. Many lives have been 1 jst, aim 
the Emperor has sent 200,000 taels to 
the aiilicted provinces. 

The wreck of an unknown vessel was 
found last August by native fishermen 
on the Chinese coast north of Shanghai. 
Several bodies of white men were 
-washed ashore. She was lumber-laden 
and supposed to he from Puget sound. 

Advices from Kuei Chow report ag- 
gressions upon French miss onanes 
there. British missionaries have tLUS 
far been unmolested. 

A number of cholera cases are re- 
ported in Shanghai. 

By last advices from Java a massa- 
cre on shipboard is reported from New 
Guinea. The captain of a trading 
Dutch steamer, the Ceredo, a Javen- 
ese engineer and two sailors have been 
treacherously murdered by Papuans. 
Five other sailors have been wounded. 
She had been lying vainly waiting for 
cargo for fourteen days, owing to scarc- 
ity af dummar. The natives on the 
spot at length coveting the goods and 
money on board determined upon mur- 
dering the crew and sinking the vessel. 
The safety of the steamer was due to 
the bravery of One of her officers who, 
with a Winchester rifle, shot three Fa 
puans, of whom one died.
